Introduction 


Our yearbook is about things and people. You will see both. This is an 
account of our four years at Weequahic, seen through the rhythm of the activi- 
ties of a year, through the abstract moods, the fads, the follies which have made 
our high school days what they were. 


We open the Legend with the students; we close with tl 


he faculty. The 
students are, in one sense, the editors of this book; they have shaped class policy 
and ideas. Their pictures were placed at the beginning, acting as an introduction 
to the yearbook and to the memories we hope the Legend will awaken.

A boy arrives at his homeroom at 

8:29 a.m., after having conversed with 

his friends in another homeroom for fif- 

teen minutes. During the homeroom 

period he hears club notices and college 

announcements, and is asked to pay his 

class dues, to support the Calumet, or to 

contribute to various charities. Since last 

June’s Supreme Court decision, he has 

not had to listen to the reading of the

At 8:40 the boy leaves his homeroom to go to his first period class. He soon finds himself daydreaming 
of last Saturday night's dance or of what kind of car he will get for his seventeenth birthday.

Next period his history notes are full of doodles; clock-watching is the symptom of his fear 
that his teacher will call on him. Finally lunch comes to halt the pace of the school day, and the boy eats his 
home-made sandwich or the 37¢ special in the midst of cafeteria hubbub. 

The 2:35 bell officially ends the school day; however, our boy might very well remain to attend athletic 
practice or a favorite club. On other days he goes to the library, a part-time job, his favorite hangout, or merely 
home. By sundown he is usually home.
